THE ATTEMPTED CUPTDRE OF TURNER, 


The Most Bloody Outlaw That Ever 


Terrorized that Section, Results in 


Three More Murders—A Biff 


Fight to Follow. 


PINEVILLE, Ky. .Tan. 30.-A factional 


feud that promises to rival in blood 
shedding the famous 
Hatfield-McCoy 


or any of the other desperate fractiona 
wars winch, has made this section o 
Kentucky notorious, has broken out in 
the southern part of this county. Tb. 
Bcenc is a wild mountainous locality 
known as South America, and iS obou 
18 miles from this, the nearest railroai 
point. 
Owing to the inaccessibility o

to obtain. 
Three me 


have 
been killed since last Satur- 


day. 
Their names are Manuel Parton, 


Lee Davis and Will Jones. The fight 
ia between Berry Turner, a notorious 
outlaw and murderer, who has perhaps 
killed more men than any one man who 
has ever terrorized this section, with a 
strong gang, and the Parton faction. 
The Parton side is a strong one and 
claim to have the law on their side, but 
so far as can be learned they have had 
the hot end of the fight. Parton was 
killed Saturday. He hud engaged to 
capture Berry Turner, dead or alive, 
and posted himself at n convenient dis- 
tance 'from a house in whicl! Turner 
was fortified 
with a number of Ins 


11 was probably Parton's intention 


to shoot Turner at the first opportu- 
nity, but the latter had too much cun- 
ning. 
The 
outlaw 
discovered 
tho 


whereabouts of his would-be slayer, 
and at an unguarded moment succeeded 
in drawing a bend on the latter and 
sent a ball from his Winchester, crash- 
ing through Parton's head. The body 
of I'arlou was allowed lo lie in Ihe 
woods for four days, his friends being 
afraid lo attempt to rescue it. When 
it was finally taken away tlie body had 
been partially devoured by hogs. 


This murder only fired the Parton 


faction 
to more desperade warfare 


against the Turner Bide,and on Wednes- 
day they made 
a bold attempt to 


avenge the death of one of their men. 
The attempt was disastrous to the Par- 
tons, as two more of their number 
were killed. 
The Partons had sur- 


rounded the Turner stronghold, but 
instead of taking tlie army were them- 
selves taken in. They were fired upon 
from tho Turner house and before they 
could realize that their presence had 
been discovered, Lee Davis and Bill 
Jones, two of tlie 
leading men of 


tho Parton faction, had been pierced 
with bullets from the deadly Win- 
chester. More than a hundred shots 
were exchanged 
and some 
ol tho 


Turner faction are said to have been 
wounded. There is talk of organizing 
a posse of officers 
from this and 


Clairborne countries, to attempt the cap- 
ture of Turner, and a big flgbt will un- 
doubtedly follow.

This oausad Secretary Blaino to reply 


to Monti's note in order to refute the 
statement made touching arbitration &nd 
to put himself right before the Presi- 
dent. In hia reply Mr. Blame, touching 
the matter of arbitration, sajs: 


You did say to me several times that 


in the distant future when the Chilian 
court should render ita judgment (if the 
United States should not be satisfied 
with it) tho two countries could arbitrate 
iho matter, and even then you always 
maintained bhat Chili would not volun- 
tarily propose arbitration herself, but 
would do so when requested by some 
fritiully power to take that course.

Blaine favored a policy antagonistic to 
President Harrison. It is clear, however, 
thnt the story that snob a condition ex- 
isted came from Minister Montt who 
either misucderstjod Mr. Blaine or mis- 
represented the facts.

THE NEW BLBOTION LAW. 


How to Get Tickets in the Field-Parties Not 


Ousting 2 Per Cent, of the Total Vote 


Cannot Create a Ticket by 


Holding Conventions. 


The new election law makes radical 


changes in the method of creating tickets 
or lists of candidates, as well as in the 
method ot voting. Although the law has 
been in force since July, 1891, it is true 
that few have given it attention enough 
to become familiar with its provisions; 
and antes there is improvement in this 
direction, many of our township elections, 
which ara the Bret to be held under the 
new law, will be illegally held. 


CANDIDATES. 


No political party which did not cast 2 


percent, of the total vote at the state, 
district, coucty, city, village or township 
election next preceding, as the onsa may 
be, can put out a ticket by means of a 
convention caucus or meeting. Political 
parties having so oast 2 per cent, of the 
total vote can name a ticket by conven- 
tion, but in case of a state ticket or a 
district ticket, the convention must be 
held and tbe nominees certified under 
oath by the chairman and secretary ot 
the convention to the secretary of state 
at least 30 days before the election; in 
case of a county ticket the convention 
must be held nnd the nominees certified 
snd sworn to by the chairman and secre- 
tary of tho convention at least 30 days 
before the election, and in case of town- 
ship ticket the convention nauat be held 
and nominees certified and eworn to by 
the chairman and secretary of the con- 
vention to tbe town clerk at least 15 
days before the election. In case of oity 
and village tickets, the nominations 
must be certified to the city, or village 
clerk at least 15 days before election. 


It will be observed that tl.sae provis- 


ions apply to political parties only, nnd 
preclude tho possibility of a convention 
•putting up mongrel or miied tickets, to 
be named "Peoples Ticket," 
"Union 


Ticket," etc., etc. Sneh tickets, how- 
ever, under another provision o£ the law, 
may be brought out by nomination 
papers, as follows: For a state ticket, if 
1,000 qualified voters of the state sign a 
nomination paper containing tho names 
ot the persons they desire to tave upon 
the ticket, and certify the same to the
